PARNELL’S CAUSE EXTINCT. 

But the truth now penetrating the 
stoutest Parnellite hearts is that their 
cause isnigh extinct and it will be 
useless to continue the struggle. It is 
thought Parnell will soon uppeal for 
the support of the  revolution- 
ary partisans at home and abroad. 

The Government Training Colleges 
Bill, which practically proposes to en- 
dow two large Catholic colleges in 
Dublin and one very minor Protestant 
college, has caused a revolt in the 
Conservative ranks. Balfour, how- 
ever, skilfully resorted to a plan to 
provide capital forthe colleges trom 
funds at the disposal of the Irish edu- 
cation board.

PAUPER IMMIGRATION EVILS.

GLARING ABUSES. 


More Disclosures of Iniquity in the 
Quaker City. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 31.—[By the 
Associated Press.] City Treasurer 
Wright has writtena letter to Au- 
ditor General McCammant in refer- 
ence to certain practices in connection 
with the appraisership system in 
this city. From the facts 
grouped together by Treasurer 
Wright it appears that glaring 
abuses have existed, especially in the 
collection of delinquent mercantile 
taxes.

The girl then told that she had been 
in heaven. She said that on arrival, 
her little sister, who had died nine 
months before, took her by the hand 
and introduced her to Jesus. Her 
description of heaven was most vivid, 
She related that she saw a host 
of winged angels flying in every 
direction, with the swjftness of 
light. She told whom she had 
seen in heaven, and gave the 
names of many relatives of the family 
that died before she was born, also the 
names of persons whom the family say 
she could not have known, and never 
heard of. She stated that Jesus had 
led her by the hand and showed hera 
view of hell. She saw many persons 
there, but recognized only one, a neigh- 
bor who died here some time ago. She 
said that Jesus said that she must on 
her return to earth tell what she had 
seen, and if they did not believe the 
the statement that He would come 
himself or send her little sister to con- 
vince them. 

The girl said that she also saw God, 
When describing tiis appearance to 
her mother she said: ‘‘lhey are just 
like men.”

FIRE VS. POLICE. 
A Slight Difference between the Two 
Departments, 


Yesterday afternoon Officer Rinkenbach 
discovered a fire in a lot of dry grass and 
lumber in the basement of the old Tenth- 
street Hotel, and turned in an alarm. The 
engines promptly responded, but the flames 
were extinguished before their arrival, the 
Ninth-street engine being only half a block 
away. After the fire an incident occurred 
which at first threatened to cause trouble. 
Officer Rinkenbach asked Chief Moore for 
bis fire key, when Mr. Moore replied that-he 
dia not have it, at the same time telling the 
officer he ought to havea key. About this 
time some ove told Kinkenbach that In- 
spector Hogan had the key, and the officer 
started toward him to get it. Chief Moore, 
who was just riding off on a hose wagon, 
called to Hogan not to give up the key, but 
to put it in his pocket. This Hogan did, 
and when he refused to give it up, Rinken- 
bach promptly placed him under arrest and 
took him to the station, Chief Moore going 


along. 

At the station explanations were in order 
and the matter was soon straightened out. 
Chief Moore said that he merely intended 
to turn the key over to the Chief and request 
him to instruct the men not to turn in an 
alarm when they could put out the fire with- 
out it. In this case it was a very small 
blaze and the officer could have notified the 
Ninth-street engine, which was only a 
block away, aud not have had four appar- 
atus chasing tothe south end of the town 
when there was no necessity for it, leaving 
the other portions of the city unprotected 
for the time being, 

Rinkenbach, on the other hand, said that 
he had first notified the Ninth-street engine, 
thinking they could handle the fire, but the 
fremen told him to turn in the alarm, and 
he did so. 

The explanations being mutually gatis- 
factory, the key was returned, Hogan was 
released and the Fire Chief left the station 
— an interchange of compliments all 
round, 


A short time before the fire, Officer Rink- 


enbach found some burglars’ tools in the 


basement, and he thinks the blaze was of 


incendiary origin.

THE MOHAWK CANAL. 


One of the Home Savings 
Bank’s Enterprises. 


HOW IT ACQUIRED CONTROL 


The Bank Suspected of a Game of 
Freeze-out“ The Stocks and 
Bonds of the Company 
Absorbed. 


— 


The Sacramento Bee of July 30 pub- 
lishes the following statement concerning 
the Mohawk Canal enterprise, 


The Mohawk Canal. 

The developments concerning the stand- 
ing and business methods of the People’s 
Home Savings Bank of San Francisco, 
which has been under investigation by the 
bank commissioners, develops a chapter 
enncerning which a number of Sacramento 
people are better informed than the bank 
commissioners are likely to be, unless they 
seek other inform tion than that liable to 
be given them by the bank officials. 

The peculiar methods of the bank in 
transacting business, and the large invest- 
ment of its fundsin speculative enter- 
prises, has created an enquiry, and resulted 
in a run upon the Institution’ on Monday, 
which, in justice, it should be stated, the 
bank withstood. Tue fact that it is backed 
by tbe Pacific Bank gives it a stability 
which it might not otherwise possess, 

Among the unusual transactions that cre- 
ated inquiry is the connection of the bank 
with the Mohawk Canai and Improvement 
Company of Arizona, in which several 

rominent citizens of Sacramento have been 

nterested as stockholders and who now 
have holdings along the line of the Mohawk 
Canal. It leads out from the Gila Kiver 
some forty or fifty miles above its junction 
with the Colorado near Yuma, and is calcu- 
lated to irrigate about 30,000 acres of rich 
soil, in a climate which is a)most tropical 
and will produce early fruits weeks in ad- 
vance of any other locality on the Pacific 
Coast. 

HOW THE BANK OBTAINED IT. 

It is not necessary to go into the details of 
the early history of the canal company, far- 
ther than that it was organized in 1885. 
The original stockholders were unable to 
complete the enterprise, and the scheme 
pxssed into the hands of another organiza- 
tion, but this latter was not much more suc- 
cessful. Finaliy the comp.ny decided to 
issue $100,000 in bonds bearing 10 per cent. 
per annum interest end give 5000 of the 
10,000 inches the canal was sypposed to 
carry, and one-half the stock to any person 
or association that would advance means to 
complete the work. This offer was ac- 
cepted by G. W. Norton and C. E. Spencer, 
who subsequently transferred them to the 
South Gila Company, which again trans- 
ferred to the Pacific Bank, of which KR. H. 
McDonald is president. When failure of 
the entire scheme was imminent through 
lack of funds, and the company was unable 
to pay the interest on the bunds, the Pacific 
Bank people suggested tu the stockholders 
tuat if they would surrender all the out- 
standing stock to the bank, that institution 
would furnish the necessary funds to com- 
plete the enterprise, furnishing water to the 
settlers under the same conditions as those 
existing between them and the original 
company. This offer was gl dly accepted, 
as the stock bolders iu the company were 
only desirous of obtaining water for their 
loc tions, and had not expected a large rev- 
enue from the canal alone. 

A NEW COMPANY TAKES IT. 
The stock was then surrendered to a com- 
pany of which D. 8. Dorn is president, 
Frank V. McDonald, treasurer; R. J. Davis, 
secretary, and Isaac Rudsill. manager, and 
D. 8. Dorn, J. C. Spencer, R. J. Davis, F. 
V. MeDonaid and H. McVounald are di- 
rectors. Nearly all these gentlemen are in- 
terested in the Pacific Bank and in the Peo- 
ple’s Home Savings Bank. 

The Pacific Bank turned over the bonds 
held by it tofthe savings bank, so that the 
latter practically constitutes the Mohawk 
Canal Company and holds its own bonds 
for $133,000. 

In speaking of these securities, F. V. Me- 
Donald bas rated them as first-class and has 
assured the public that the comp my isina 
flourishing condition, and that interest 
will be paid upon the bonds as it falls due. 

It is at this point that the interest of Sac- 
ramentans is aroused in the matter, for 
they are of decidedly different opinion trom 
that held by Mr. McDonald, both as to the 
prosperity of the company and of the prob- 
ability that there will be enough income 
from the enterprise to pay the interest on 
the bonds. The affairs of the company 
have been so grossly mismanaged that the 
locaters of land along the line of the canal 
are so disgusted that while some will go so 
far as to pay for their water for the first 
year ip order that they may prove up on 
their locations under the Desert Land Act, 
others will entirely abandon their locations 
— lose what money they have already put 
n. 

SACRAMENTANS INTERESTD. 

Among those of this city who have made 
desert land locations along the line of the 
canal are Dr. Forbes, 320 acres; Klink 
Bros., 640; Fred. Griffiths, 320; D. A. 
Lindley, 1440; Frank Smith, 640; F. F. 
‘Thompson, 320; Dr. Sutliff, 160; H. Treich- 
ler, 160: Dr. W. A. Briggs, 640; John Osch- 
ner, 160; W. Treichler, 160; Dr. Cluness, 
320; Dr. H. H. Pierson, 320; Fort Snider, 
160, who have, or will, prove up on their 
locations. Others, who will abandon their 
claims and lose all they have expended in 
the way of expenses are W. E. Gerber, 640; 
W. E. Briggs, 640; benjamin Hogaboum, 
160; William Limpert, 480; F. kb. South- 
worth located 640 acres, but is undetermined 
whether he will let his interest lapse. 
These gentlemen have made locations ag- 
gregating between 8000 and 10,000 acres. 

Under the terms of the original com- 
pany, and which the present compauy 
agreed to carry out, each stockholder was 
entitled to water for one acre of land upon 
the completion of the canal for each two 
anda half shares of stock taken. Each 
party purchasing a water right was under 
obligation to pay $1.25 per acre within oue 
year from the date of the competion of the 
canal. ‘This $1.25 per acre was payment in 
fullfor water for the first year, though the 
price might subsequently be increased to 
$2.50 per acre per annum asa maximum. 

After the bank got hold of the property— 
entire control of which passed into its hands 
in October last—the settlers looked forward 
with pleasant anticipations to a speed 
realization upon their investments, for let- 
ters had been written both by F. V. Me: 
Donald and D. S. Dorn, of the company, 
to gentlemen here, assuring them of tne 
intentions of the company to deal fairly 
and liberally with ali the locators in the 
valley. and to strictly carry out all the orig- 
inal conditions, But it was not long until 
evidences of a different policy became ap- 
— In the first place, the company. in 

ts deed of water rights, inserted a clause 
that a right-of-way seventy-five feet on 
each side of the canal should be given by 
the holders of the loc tion; that the settlers 
should keep the floodgates in repair, ana 
that the company should be released from 
any responsibility for failure to supply 
water. 
THE COMPANY’S PROMISES. 

The caval was completed one year ago 
and sume of the holders proceeded immedi- 
ately to prove up. The action of the com- 
pany, howover, gave rise to some dissatis- 
faction, and considerabie correspondence 
resulted. D. 8. Dorn, in November last 
wrote to Dr. Southworth of this city a letter 
from which the foliowing is an extract: 

“In reply I will.state that the Mohawk 
Canal and Improvement, Company intend 
to. and a liberal policy with all 

il who go in there now and 
prove up will get the benefit of all the water 
they can possibly use. Of course, when all 
the valley is settled up, it will have to be 
more =e distributed. But a man 
who clears up his land now will be able to 
pour all the water iuto bis land that it will 
possibly take.” 

F. V. MeDonald wrote that our interests 
are identical with those of the settlers, and 
to suppose we would antagouize the inter- 
ests of the valley is ridiculous, We shall 
always give the settlers all the water we can 
spare. All the compauy can do consist- 
ently we will do for the settlers, and all 


that we are concerned in is to get an abund- 
ance of water in the caual.“ 


EXPERIENCES OF THE SETTLERS. 
On the strength of these assurances seve- 


ral of the land-owners went down and be- 


* 


gan to prove up, and made arrangements 
for improving their property. Among them 


prepared to set out fifty or sixty acres in 
vines and trées. But they found themselves 
hampered for water, And all the rootings 
set out have since died. And this, not- 
withstanding that there is — of 
water in the river, but the canal Company 
does not furnish it, Another gentleman 
who deposited the money in bank in San 
Francisco for his water right, but who went 
down to prose up on his property without 
obtaining his deed, was refused by the man- 
ager he privilege of turning the water on 
the land until he produced the company’s 
deed to the right, although the maoager 
could. not but be assured that it was no fault 
of the settier that tne deed had not been 


ssued, 

. A. Lindley has spent several thousand 
dollars upon his holdings in one way or an- 
other, but tinds himself so hampered by the 
actions of the company, both as to securing 
water and in obtaming his deeds to water 
rights, that he has stopped all improvements. 

The year in which the first payment of 
51.25 per acre is paid expires on Friday 
next, the Zlst just. Many of those who do 
not wish to entirely abandon their claims 
are paying up and appiying for their water 
deeds, This fact accounts for Mr. McDon- 
ald’s statement that there is more money 
coming into the treasury of the company 
during the past week or two than during a 
similar period since the comp.Dy’s exist- 
ence; but after securing their rights and 
proving up on the land, these claimants 
almost as a unit have decided to let their 
iands lie untouched until the Management 
and policy of the company is changed, 

LAWSUITS THREATENED, 

But a very serious obstacle the company 
is liable to encounter is the demand of the 
settlers that the mater-right deeds shall 
read according to the original contract. D. 
A. Lindley went to San Francisco Tuesday 
to pay the company fer bis deeds, but in- 
formed the «flicers that he would not ac- 
cept such deeds as they had prepared, with 
different conditions from the original con- 
tract, as mentioned above. If they decline 
to give deeds according to the original 
agreement, be will bring suit for specific 
pertormance of contract. It is probable, 
also, that others will bring suit against the 
company for damages iv not having sup- 
plied water in sufficient quantity and to the 
amount agreed upon, wuen there was au 
abundance in the river. A writ of mandate 
will also be applied for to compel the com- 
pany to furnish water acevrding to con- 
tract. 

But perhaps the most important legal 
step to be taken is one contemplated by an 
application to the Attorney-General of 
Arizona to take steps to bave forfeited the 
franchise of the company upon the ground 
that itis harassing the settlers. With all 
these complications staring the — in 
the face, it is difficult to see how Mr. Me- 
Donald can regard its $153,000 of bonds as a 
gilt-edge investment. 

THE CANAL’S VALUE. 

The fact is that those who are well posted 
in the affairs ofthe canal and of its cost 
estimate that at an outside figure it is worth 
no more than $80,000, and if, as Mr. McDon- 
ald said, the company is desirvus of dis- 
posing of it. it will be lucky to get that amount 
According to the terms of the original 
agreewent, the settlers are not compelled 
to take tne water each year, and if they 
maintain their present determination to use 
no more water from the canal until the 
management inaugurates a more just and 
liberal ae the future revenues of the 
— will be reduced to a very small 

cure. 

It is understood that the company itself 
owns land along the canal and that it is en- 
titled to 5000 inches of water. It is a wide- 
spread opinion among the land-owners of 
the Mohawk Valley that the owners of the 
canal have systematicaliy discouraged the 
holders of water-rights so that there might 
be as many forfeitures as possible. If this 
is 80, it seems that they are meeting witha 
considerable degree of success, but in doing 
so they may possibly work a forfeiture of 
their own franchise, 

A PROPOSITION TO SELL. 

The manager of the canal, however, pre- 
sumably with the consent of the compaay. 
has suggested to the settlers that they buy 
the canal. But the latter are not disposed 
to consider the matter at all at the value 
placed upon it company. If the 
bonds can be se ay from 650,000 to 
$70,000, with the understanding that only 
the interest isto be id at present, the 
proposition may poss receive some con- 
sideration. 

But most of those ot this city who have 
invested, would be glad to get their money 
back. Not that they have lost any faith in 
the possibilities of the region, but because 
of the disappointments met with. All have 
deen at considerable expense in going down 
to make locations, and those who have 
proved up have of course sustained more 
serious loss, or at least annoyauce, in lay- 
ing out of the use of their money tor along 
period. Dr, Huntington, it is said, ex- 
pended about #1600, and has sold out at 
a loss. One gentieman, who owned a water 
right to ten inches of water, virtually cave 
itaway. D. A. Lindley, as stated above, 
has expended several thousand dollars, but 
is yet firm in the beliefhe bas made a good 
investment, and that he can compel the 
company to do him full and exact justice. 
The course pursued by the bank commis- 
sioners, the savings bank and the Mohawk 
Canal Company, will be watcbed closely by 
those here interested in the matter.

The public in tbis 
gardis like a patient under treatment, 
whose system is such that the remedies for 
bis cure cannot be applied without creating 
now ailments. 

“The recent disclosures concerning the 
relations of the Pacific Bank of San Fran- 
cisco to the Peopie’s Home Savings Bank ie 
acasein point. It transpires that the Peo- 
ple’s Home Savings Bank was a sort of a 


y| side show to acommercial bank; that the 


Pacific Benk was the treasurer of the Peo- 
ple's Home Savings Bank, The statement 
needs scarcely to be enlarged to show that 
the relation was ueither in accordance witb 
banking principles nor good financial ethics. 
Here was a bank claiming to be an incor- 
poration, claiming to have à paid-up capital, 
which was no doubt true, and yet it could 
not trust itself to be its own treasurer. 
The depositors placed their money there 
to be used for the purpose of gain- 
ing interest, but as the corporation 
known as the People’s Home Savings 
Bank was not even the custodian.of its own 
funds, it deposited them with the treasurer, 
the Pacific Bank, and thus the latter insti-

GEORGE M’KIBBEN 


DEATH OF A WELL-KNOWN 
SANTA MONICAN, 


His Divorce and Second Marriage 
A Gorgeous Career in New 
York and Paris—A Noted 
Character. 


Charles Prague has received a copy of 
the Salt Lake Tribune of July 22, announ- 
cing the death of George E. McKibben, in 
Denver, Colo. 

McKibben was well known in Santa 
Monica, where he was formerly steward of 
the old Santa Monica Hotel and later mar- 
shal of the town. 

McKibben was always a “high roller’— 
aman of pomp and circumstance,” who 
would attract attention anywhere on ac- 
count of his fine physical appearance and 
consequential manner. 


But his after career made him 
even a more marked man. Early 
in 1889 McKibben left Santa Monica 


and it was noised about that he 
was seeking a divorce from his wife with 
the view of marrying a wealthy widow who 
was said to bave been his “first love.“ 


‘These rumors afterward proved true. Mrs. 
McKibben No. 1 accepted a divorce and a 
bit of salve té sooth her wounded affeetions 
in the shape of $15,000. McKibben then 
married bis old sweetheart, who proved to 
be the milliunaire widow of Joab Laurence. 
Witharich wite as a liberal dispenser of 
her gold McKibben climbed to the very 
social pinnacle of New York’s 400, while he 
sojourned on Manhattan Isle. Iu May, 
1800, Mrs. McKibben died and left $1,000,- 
000, but her husband was entirely ignored. 
Since then suit bas been pending, and Me- 
Kibben had hopes of obtaining one-h If of 
this large estate. In the meantime McKib- 
ben was attacked by la Krippe, wnen, upon 
partial recovery, be departed for Denver, 
where he died on June 19. * 

Mr. Prager says he met Mr. and M 
McKibben in Paris, where Mac made a big 
splurge and kept abreast with even the 
most pretentious society swells of the gay 
French city. 

The people of Santa Monica retain a 
vivid recollection of Mac, as they perhaps 
do everywhere he has been known. e 
was a very kind-hearted man and as liberal 
as a prince—especially with other people's 
money; (he rarely ever had any of his 
own.) He has been seen to borrow a dol- 
lar and then throw it upon the counter and 
invite the crowd to jviu him with as majes- 
tic an air as if he had been Czar of all the 
Russias. 

McKibben was a natural-born “high 
rolior,” and it feli to his lot to enjoy his 
ruling passion to his heart’s content. Death 
was perhaps a merciful relief to him. Had 
he lived and failed to = his half million 
(as he probably would) life would have 
been very stale and monotonous, and per- 
mc he would have sought self destruction, 
either by a quick or a sow procees, 


THEY WERE TOO LATE, 


Friends who Wished to Assist George 
Ruchert. 

George Ruchert, the old German journal- 
ist who committed suicide in the Nadeau 
House Thursday morning, will probably 
never know what he missed unless the 
spirits of the departed have the power to 
look back across the dark river of death 
and keep a lookout on their late companions. 

The old man had hardly been made com- 
fortable in his last bed when a couple from 
Santa Ana, who had known Ruchertin bis 
lifetime, drove up to the morgue and asked 
if they were too late to attend the funeral. 

When informed that they were, they 
asked to be permitted to go in the under- 
taker’s office and rest a few minutes. 

Both the old man and his aged wife 
walked in, arm-in-arm, and as soon as they 
were given seats they buried their sun- 
burnt fuces in soiled handkerchiefs and 
wept bitterly. 1 

Ide oid man, who gained control of his 
feelings first, looked up at the big-hearted 
undertaker and with tears in his eyes an- 
nounced in broken English that he and his 
wife had known poor George a number 01 
years and they bad come to town for the 
eg purpose of taking him home with 


em. 
“We knew,” said the old man, “that 
in Los Angeles, but we 
thought he was doing well until we received 
a letter from him yesterday, in Which he 
stated that he was flat broke and discour- 
uged, He said be could not secure work of 
any kind and did not know what would 
become of him. 
Wo were greatly distressed over this sad 
news, and as we are not poor we made up 
our minds to come after him and give him a 
good home the rest of his days; but we are 
too late. On our way to the city we planned 
a camping trip to the mountains for his 
benefit, as we could see from his letter that 
he was greatly distressed and we knew that 
a trip would cheer him up and make bim 
happier than he has been for years. He 
was a mighty good man, and 1 always 
looked on him as one of the brightest Ger- 
man writers in the United States, but when 
he lost his wife, whom he loved 
to distraction, he lost all luterest in life, and 
did not seem to care what became of ulm. 
He braced himself up until he married ‘his 
only daughter off, when he became a rover 
on the face ofthe earth, and a few years 
6 he made his way to California.”

The Chinese Murderer Re- 


leased on $10,000 Bail. 


ALL OF THE SURETIES CHINAMEN 


More about the Attempted Assassi- 
nation of Detective Auble—Char-~ 
_ley Lee Kong’s Record—Le-~ 
gal Techicalities. 


At 4:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon Wong 
Ark, the Chinaman now awaiting his sec. 
ond trial for the murder of a Chinese woman 
in March last, appeared before Judge Smith 
in Department One, with his attorney, 
Jesse Hardesty, Esq., and a small coterie of 
Mongolians, and made a formal application 
for bis release upon bail in the sum of 
$10,000. Five of the Chinamen present 
auswered to the names calied out by Ark’s 
attorney, and each was examined by the 
Court in turn and duly qualified, where- 
upon all were accepted, and a bond having 
been filed, the application was granted and 
the defendant released, The bond which is 
intended to secure the appearance of Woug 
Ark when his case comes up for trial again 
at the end of the current mouth, is signed 
by the foliowing sureties: Chu Yick Fou; 
$5000; Woo Sue, 85000; Charlie Fook, $4000; 
Ab Quong, #4000, and Chu Chong, #2000,

It is discouraging for au officer to look 
up a Case and work night and day to get 
evidence and tuen have the whole thing 
kicked over by a straw bond.

“I know that the heathen haye tried to

A visit to Chinatown and a walk through 
some of the Darrow alleys that pass through 
the vile dens infested by murdering high- 
binders will soon convince one that the 
Chinese are bolder now than they have ever 
been. They neverdid have much respect 
for American laws, but things have been 
conducted in sucha manner of late that 
they think they can do as they please, and 
they are doing it. They are told by lawyers 
that they can sheot officers in the discharge 
of their duty down in perfect safety, and itis 
believed by the Chinatown squad that they 
have made up their mindsto doit, and the 
attempt to murder-Officer Auble night be- 
fore last goes to prove that their theory is 
correct.

CHARLEY LEE KONG. 


More about the Attempted Assassin<- 
ation of Detective Auble. 

Charley Lee Kong, the Chinese high- 
binder who attempted to assassinate De- 
tective Auble Thursday night, is still at the 
city prison, although last evening it looked 
as if the murderous ruffian would have to be 
released, owing to the technicalities of the 
law, as itis el imed by the District Attor- 
ney’s office that there is no law which will 
cover the case, forthe reason that itis al- 
leged that the Chinaman did not shoet at 
the officer. 

At any rate, the case is a peculiar one, 
and to properly understand it, some ex. 
planation is necessary. To begin, it should 
be stated that Charley Lee Kong has been 
one of the most persistent violators of the 
lottery lawin Chinatown. He has been 
arrested six times for selling lottery tickets 
since the first of the year, and in each case 
was convicted. ‘The fines in the first three 
c-ses aggregated #95, which were paid, 
The heathen promised to discontinue the 
business, but Was soon caught again three 
times in succession, in each case being con- 
victed, and was fined in the aggregate $290. 
These cases were appealed to the Superior 
Court, where they are still pending. 

Kong has made all sorts of promises 
about quitting the business, but neverthe- 
less kept right on selling the tickets. The 
police authorities knew this, but the fellow 
was too foxy to be caught. Finally Detec- 
tive Auble received orders to break up the 
business, if such a thing was possible, and 
made his arrangements accordingly. Early 
Thursday morning the detective went to 
Kong’s place, and climbing up on the roof, 
bored a bole through so that it could be 
used later in the day. Returning in the 
evening, Auble climbed up on the roof, 
and found that he could get a 
better view through some _ cracks 
of what was going on in the room thin 
through the hole, and consequently did not 
use it. Kong. who had evidently been told 
about what the officer had been doing dur- 
ing the day, which was afterward found to 
be a fact, was on his guard. ‘The detective 
saw. him in the act of sorting over bis 
tickets, when he suddenly put them out of 


sight, and jumping on a table, drew a big. 


re vol ver, and fired at a point just far enough 
from the peep-hole for the bullet to have 
gone through the officer’s breast, if he had 
been where he supposed he was. As soon 
as he fired the shot the Chinaman ran out of 
the door, and wauld have made his escape, 
but for Officer Johnson, who called ‘the 
heathen and took him to the police station. 

The police yesterday made a thorough in- 
vestigation of the case, and from what 
was discovered the authorities are of the 
opinion that it was the Chinaman’s delib- 
erate intention to assassinate the officer. 
Among other things,it was found out that 
a Mexican had told Kong when the officer 
got on the roof, and it is claimed that he 
toid Detective Bowler that he intended to 
kill Aubie, claiming that he theught that it 
was a thief trying to break into his place, 
but at the same time complained about the 
officers arresting him so often. 

This is the second time that the China- 
men have attempted to get Auble out of the 
way. The tirst time be had his coat ripped 
ogee with a kuife along the entire front, 
‘The second time was Thursday a3 given 
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above. Officer Bevan, as has deen stated, 
also had a close shave several weeks ac 
and Detectjve Bosqul, Officer Rohn an 
others who have served in Chinatown have 
been in several very critical positions, 

Just what will come up next cannot be 
predicted, but from tie feeling existing 
among the heathen, there may Be trouble 
at any time. 

No complaint has yet been filed against 
Kong, but it is more than probable that 
some definite action will be taken one way 
or the other today. '

THE GAME LAWS. 


LOS ANGELES SPORTSMEN WANT 
THEM ENFORCED. 


Meeting of the Gun Clubs Last Even- 
ing-The Illegal Killing of 
Quail in Southern 

. California. 


r 


A joint meeting ot representatives of the 
Los Angeles Wing Shooting, Recreation 
Gun, and Southern California Kennel 
clubs, and other sportsmen, was held in the 
Police Court lastevening with J. F. Hol- 
brook in the chair, and H. T. Payne offici- 
ating as secretary. 

The chairman announced that the object 
of the meeting was that of devising means 
of stopping the unlawful killing of quail in 
Southern California during the close sea- 
son. 


A communication from a member of the 
Riverside Gun Club was read, calling the 
attention of local sportsmen to the action of 
the Board of Supervisors of San Bernardino 
county in passing au ordinance making it 
legal to kiii quail within a mile ofa vine- 
yard ali the year round, with the exception 
of a period of fifteen days from March 1 to 
March 15. The opinion of Attorgey-Gen- 
eral Hart deciaring this action to be uncon- 
stitutional, was read. 

Secretary Payne said that, as the best 
shooting ground for Los Angeles sports- 
men was that along the Southern Pacific 
and Santa Fé roads east of Ontario, in dan 
Bernardino county, they were interested 
as much as the Riverside men, and it w uld 


be only right and proper to help the latter 


out in their fight against the ordinance. 

" Benchley suggested the advisability 
of sending a delegate from this city, to ap- 
pear with the Riverside meu at the next 


meeting of the board and ask for a repeal 


of the ordinance. 

W. H. Brown expressed it as his opinion 
that the Board of Supervisors of San Ber- 
nardino county had the interests of the 
vineyardists at heart, rather than those of a 
mere handful of sportsmen, but H. T. 
Payne and E. K. Benchley stated that — 
knew that the prime instigator of the ordi- 
nance was a man named Hawes from 

jucamonga, who had appeared before 
that body and announced that he lost thou- 
s«nds of doliars’ worth of grapes every year 
through the ravages of quail. It was well 
known, however, that Hawes never had 
more than $10 worth of grapes at any time, 
and it was possible that if the truth were 
told to the board the matter would be rem 
edied. It was a well-kuowu fact that large 
vineyardists like M. M. Estee, E. J. Bald- 
win and L. J. Rose considered guail ben- 
eficial in their vineyards and refused to 
allow them to be killed. 

‘The chairman suggested that Judge Wil- 
lis, of the “Oid Boy's“ Ciub of San Bernar- 
dino, be requested to appear before the 
board, and on motion of J. H. Kiefer, H. T.

Meeting of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Commissioners. | 


das TREATMENT FOR SCALE 


Proposition to Purchase the Hydro- 
c eyanic Patent for the Southern 
Counties—A Breezy Por- 
sonal Discussion. 


Yesterday morning, at 10:30 o'clock, 
Southern California Horticultural Commis- 
sioners met in the assembly room of the 
Chamber of Commerce, with Commissioner 
Hamilton in the chair, There were several 
members of the various boards of Super- 
visors of Southern California present, and 
considerable interest was taken in the pro- 
ceedings. 

After the reading of the minutes of the 
last meeting, and an agreement from per- 
eons who hold a patent for the application 
of hydrocyanic gas to infected trees, was 
read by the secretary. The agreement sets 
forth that the right for the whole of South- 
ern California will cost but $10,000, and the 
members seem to think they should have it 
if the various counties in the district will 
stand in and furnish the purchase money. 

The chairman remarked that it was ne- 

cessary either to buy the patent or fight it. 

Representatives from Orange county re- 
ported that their people will not generally 
approve the purchase of the patent unless 

s legal authorities give a written opinion 
in favor of such purchase. 

Commissioner Kercheval gave a favorable 
report concerning prominent taxpayers in 
Los Angeles county, who will not oppose 
a reasonable approprlation tor the purchase 
of the patent. 

Commissioner Collins showed that there 
bas been a change of sentiment, the pur- 
chase of the patent now being considered 
advisable. 

At Riverside the gas has been success- 
fully used on the red scale, and several 

entlemen present were of the opinion that 

tis the best thing that has been tried in 
the orchards. 

The secretary read a proposition from the 
owners ef the patent, offering to dead the 
right tu use the process to separate counties 
for certain amounts. * 

Commis ioner Collins urged the raising 
of the sum required from six southero coun- 
ties before August 15. The proportion for 
Los Anfeles county is #3000.. The chair- 
man stated that Orange county will doubt- 
less do its share. Several gentlemen were 
of the opinion that the counties may bere- 
after be reimbursed by the State. Commis- 
sioner Foster thought the matter might be 

safely left to the chairmen of the Supervi- 


sors. 

The following resolution was carried 
unapimously, on a joint vote of the com- 
missioners and Supervisors: 

WHEREAS, the counties of Los Angeles, 
Ventura, San Bernardino, Orange and San 
Diego have agreed upon the advisability of 
purchasing the gas treatment patent; there- 


e, 

Resolved, that the six southern counties 
be requested to join in making appropria- 
tions therefor, 

Ordered, that the patent be invested in 
the chairman of the Supervisors of the 
counties above mentioned, in trust for said 
counties. 

Voted, that in case any county fails to 
make its appropriation, the Supervisors of 
the remaining southern counties may make 


up the deficiency pro rata. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The meeting then took a recess until 2 
p. m., when the Chair called the meeting 
to order, and Maj. Jones of the World’s 
Fair Committee asked to be heard. He 
stated that he was present for the purpose 
of asking forthe indorsement and assist- 
ance of the association. } 

‘The matter was discussed at some length 
but no action was taken. 

A disease known in the East as the yel- 
lows” bas appeared among the peach orch- 
ards of that country. and several commis- 
siohers are afraid it will reach tne Coast un- 
less every precaution is taken by fruit men. 
Several circulars from the State Board of 
Horticulture were read, anda notice from 
the county board of Sau Bernardino stating 
that the Supervisers of that county have 
adopted an ordinance to prevent the im- 
portation of peach trees from the East, was 


read. 

The meeting indorsed the action of the 
San Bernardino people. and adopted a reso- 
lution advising ail the counties in the State 
to do the same thing. 

It seems that grasshoppers have made 
their appearance in several sections and 
quite an argument followed as to the best 
way to getridofthem, It was agreed that 
the only safe way is to wait until they de- 
posit their eggs in the ground and then to 
turn the soll over with plows and thus kill 


the eggs. 

The following set of resolutions were 
then read by the secretary: 

WHEREAS, it is the well-understood wish 
of the fruit-growers throughout the State 
that members of the various boards of 

County Horticultural Commissioners de 

practical fruit-growers, in the broad sense, 

and who have a thorough knowledge of 

horticulture in its various branches, which 

includes à practical working knowledge of 
pntomology, and the diseases of plant life, 
bo as to enable them to act with intelligence 

_ and for the best interests of the country 
when dealing with infected or diseased 
trees, vines and plants; and 

Whereas, to bring about this desired re- 
zult it is obviously impolitic to appoint any 
— who is in any way interested, either 

irectly or indirectly, in the disposition of 
trees, vines, shrubs or plants,. whether as 
aurserymen, or as agent or middieman for 
aby nursery or propagating establish ment;

Whereas; it is of the greatest importance 
that the law be enforced to its fullest ex- 
tent, and that all infected orchards and dis- 
based shrubs, vines or plants, as nearly as 
possibie be kept in a healthy and vigorous 
sondition, it is imperative that all con- 
nected with the various bodies of ‘Count 


Horticultural Commissioners, whether as 


inspectors or otherwise, who own or con- 
trol any orchard property, trees, ants or 
ines, that the same shall be kept absolutely 
free from scale and disease, so as there can 
de no criticism from those who axe asked to 
tomply with the provisions of the law, cal- 
sulated to militate against the workings of 
ihe various commissions on the ground that 
o very men who are supposed to enforce 
Pad disregard it themselves, therefore; 
Resolved, that from this time on no one 
interested, either directly or indirectly, in 
the disposition or sale of trees, vines or 
plants, either as principal or agent, should 
be appointed to any position on the County 
Board of Horticultural Comumissiooers; and 
further, that any commissioner or fruit in- 
spector known to have scale-infected or dis- 
yased trees, vines or plants upon his prem- 
sos or under his control, should be ineligi- 
ble to hold any office on any Board of 
Dounty Horticultural Commissioners. 
Resolved, that the secretary be instructed 
7 present copies of these resolutions to the 
arious County Boards of Supervisors 
throughout the State.

mountain scenery, Scores of carriages had 
to be brought over from the neighboring 
city of Nuremberg. for the festival week, 
and an express train leaves Bayreuth for 
Nuremberg after every performance. The 
question is constantly asked why Wagner 
chose a small country towu, with such in- 
sufficient accommodations, for his festivals, 
instead of a capital like Munich or Berlin.

he preferred Bayreuth because it lay in the 
dominions of his generous patron, King 
Ludwig. and here he could carry out his 
ideals in every detail.

THE COURTS, 


TWO DECISIONS RECEIVED FROM 
THE SUPREME COURT. 


Several Matters Before Commis- 
sioner Van Dyke-The Itata 
Case—-The Attorneys 
Want a Change. 


Two decisions were received for filing in 

this city by Deputy Clerk Ashmore of the 
Supreme Court yesterday. 

In the case of Charlotte Howell, respon- 
dent, vs. E. C, Burlingame, et al., appellant, 
the judgment of the lower court was af- 
firmed. This was an action to recover dam- 
ages for an alleged trespass, and the plain- 
tiff was awarded judgment for $1000, where- 
upon defendants appealed on the ground 
that this verdict was unsupported by the 
evidence. 

In the case of G. H. Peck and John C. 
Hannon, appellants, vs. the Board of 
Supe rvisors of Los Angeles county, the or- 


action was brought to obtain a writ of man- 
date compelling the Supervisors to puta 
road in condition for public travel. A de- 
murrer was entered ano the petit ion dis- 
missed. The Supreme Court holds that this 
demurrer was properly sustained, for that 
the obstructed road may have been aban- 
doned. It was not stated in the petition 
that the attention of the road overseer had 
ever been called to the condition of the 
road, and it was their duty to attend to it, 
and the law only allows the issue of man- 
dates to compel the performance of a plain 
duty. Here the duty was on the road over- 
seer, not on the Supervisors. 

BEFORE COMMISSIONER VAN DYKE. 

United States Commissioner Van Dyke 
held three preliminary examinations yes- 
terday, the defendant in each case being 
held to answer to the charge preferred 
against him. 
Alonzo Coons. charged with having sent 
prohibited matter, to-wit: a list of the 
drawings of the Louisiana lottery, through 
the mail, from Bakersfield, in May last, was 
held under bonds in the sum of $500. 

Norman Melrose, charged with having 
mated a letter at Acton upon the envelope 
of which were written the libellous words 
*Defaulting County Clerk,” met with the 


same fate. 

The third case was that against Delmer 
K. Orane, who is charged with having 
mailed a postal card addressed to C. S. Ste- 
phens at Stockton, on which certain libel- 
lous words, “‘dishonest, don’t pay your 
debts, ete,“ were written. He also was 
held to aus wer under bonds in the sum of 

THE ITATA CASE. 

It was currently rumored yesterday that 
the attorneys in the Itata case are seekilg 
to secure a removal of the case to San Fran- 
cisco to be tried, and that they have asked 
the permsssion of District Attorney Cole 
to this end, but it has been refused. It is not 
thought the effort will succeed, as there 
appears to be no precedent for the re- 
moval of a case from one district to another 
in United States Courts, though itis quite 
common for other district judges to come 
into districts to try cases where the regular 
judge is diequalified. A trial of the case in 
San Francisco would not be in the district 
having jurisdiction of the case, and if ver- 
dict was rendered against the ship there 
might, in that case, be seme technicalities 
about executing the orders.

EDUCATION IN THE UNITED 


STATES, 


One of the most important census 
bulletins that has yet been issued is 
that which gives statistics of educa- 
tion. A large percentage of gain in 
public school enrollment is shown in 
the States and Territories. In some 
cases the gain is much larger than the 
percentage of gain in the pop- 
ulation. Following are some of 
the most noteworthy instances of gain 
in increase:

It will be noticed that the Southern 
States show up particularly weil, all 
of those where there has been a marked 
proportionate increase of enrollment 
belonging to the southern tier, with 
exception of the Dakotas in thé North- 
west, and Texas, New Mexico and 
Arizona in the Southwest. 

The schoolmaster has evidently been 
abroad in the South. The greatest 
proportionate increase is shown by 
New Mexico, and it is a truly remark- 
able one, being ten times das large as 
the increase of population. Among 
the States which have fallen far short 
of keeping up in school attendance with 
their increase of population are the 
following:

These prominent States show a sad 
falling off. Perhaps the large amount 
of foreign immigration which they 


‘have received during the past ten 


years may be partly responsible. There 
are four States which show an absolute 
falling off in enrollment, in spite of a 
moderate increase in population. They 
are:

Nevada shows a falling off in popu- 
lation of 26.51 and a falling off in 
enrelimentof 17.17. The Pacific Coast 
States are all a little behind the 
increase of population, although not 
far. California has increased its en- 
rollment 37.33 against an increased 
population of 39.72; Oregon 69.23 
against 79.53 and Washington 275.05 
against 13. In the latter instance 
some excuse may readily be made for 
inability to keep up with the recent 
marvelous growth of population. 

The above figures teach some impor- 
tant truths. They show that some of 
our older and wealthier States must 
look to their schools or they will fall 
behind in the intellectual character of 
their population, a result which will 
inevitably bring material decay with it. 

A table is given in the report show- 
ing the numerical relation of male to 
female teachers in the various States. 
This shows great differences. Insome 
States there are two male teachers to 
one female, but, as a rule, there are 
more female than male teachers, in some 
cases from six to seven times as many 
being of the gentler sex. The numer- 
ical relation in Caiiforniais one male 
teacher to 3.7 female. 

There are about 150,000 public night 
schools in the United States. In this. 
department California ranks high, be- 
ing eighth on the list, with 4000 night 
schools, New York coming first with 
41,000, and Massachusetts second with 
24,820.

THE question of the poor fruit supply 
of California cities still continues to 
occupy the attention of the press of 
San Francisco and Sacramento. The 
Chronicle of Thursday contains the 
following paragraph: 


A Bakersfield man who recently visited 
San Francisco was greatly disgusted» with 
the fruit which he found on the street 
stands. He was charged 25 cents for five 
pounds of small peaches, which, he de- 
clares, would be allowed to rot in Kern 
county. He wants to know why our Board 
of Trade does not see that the local fruit 
market is better supplied. This body 
would probably refer him to the commission 
men, who-have madeita losing game for 
many fruit growers to send their best fruit 
to this market.

Three things have contributed to 
keep this great river and its bound- 
less resources almost utterly unknown 
to the world. Mines, Indians and the 
Grand Cafion; each one in itself 
enough to absorb the entire attention 
of man as the world sweeps on in this 
swift age of progress and development. 
Moré than three hundred years ago 
the Spanish explorers wrote of this 
Grand Cafion: »The banks of this 
wonderful river rise in places to the 


g | height of three and four leagues in the 


air.“ I translated this paragraph 
when in Mexico City, and now quote 
it literally from the “Report of Don 
Garcia Lopez de Cardenes in his expe- 
dition under authority of Coronado, 
A. D., 1540.“ Another Spanish ex- 
plorer, who saw this great river even 
before Capt. John Smith had inter- 
ested the heart of Pocahontas, or 
Miles Standish had thought of sena- 
ing John Alden on his mission to the 
Puritan maiden, reported that the bed 
of the river lay so deep in its banks 
that he could see the stars while re- 
posing on its bosom at mid-day. Wha 
wonder that the worid has never yet 
quite got ready to look down at the 


soil, with these stars to be gazed at 
above at mid-day? 

On the walls of our National Capi- 
tol there are banging today two broad 
and sublime pictures of “The Grand 
Cuflon.“ The world at Washington 
looks upon these striking pictures. and 


Cafion as many have, but I have trav- 
eled on horseback a portion of that 
distance, and as a traveler whose trade 
is the study and comparison of lands, 
I unhesitatingly testify that the air, 
the outlook, the sense of a vital soil, 
that spice of possibilities, which you 
clearly feel yet but feebly express, is 
altogether with this great tawny river 
of the New World, the Colorado. As 
for the fertility of the soil-sand, if -you 


let there be no two opinions. The 
river was not born in the Grand Cafion 
by a great deal. It drains many lands. 
The sublime slopes of the Rocky Moun- 
tains feed the Colorado with their 
fertility the whole year through. Per- 
petualsnow and perpetual sun con- 
tribute year in and year out their 
riches to the nourishment, of the Colo- 
rado and its alluvial banks. Look at 
your map and trace the meandering 
tributaries that are interlaced with the 
waters of the Columbia and the Mis- 
souri in the heart of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. The very sands of a river 80 
supplied must be as rich as gold. And, 
lest you may have some doubts about 
the fertility of these sand-dunes that lie 
ulong and a little back from the river’s 
bank, permit me to call your attention 
to the shifting, drifting and blowing 
banks of sand that once lay between 


(lilustrated.) Th 
found, 
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“Seal Rocks” and San ancisco, 
These sands have been washed dowy 
in the long cénturies from the Sierras 
through the Sacramento River. They 
seemed to be as barren as snow- 
banks. They were as migratory as 
gypsies, and moved up and down 
the. land With all the exasperat- 
ing irregularity of the scale of figures 
in the reports of the stock market. 
One pioneer, a personal friend of mine, 
who attempted to settle down and lo- 
cate a homestead on these shifting 
dunes of sand in the early days of Cali- 
fornia, told me that he actua!ly tried 
to stake his land down and hold it still 
by spreading blankets on it and then 
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home if not stout-hearted and willing 
to work and wait and believein the 
land, in God; and so maybe you had 


better not risk discontent if well-to-do 
where you are. But, as I said before, 
if you have a manly body and the 
money to spare, the time to spare, here 
is a grand opportunity, a great work, 
waiting a great man, and many, great 
men. 

And then, as I said before, the room 
of it! the space! the possibilities ahead 
of you, if you only have enough of these 
gray old Colorado sand-dunes in hand! 
And then, outside of that, and above 


these are all it sees; these are all the 
story of the North American Nile: 
sand and stone and gleaming sunlight, 
desert and space and desolation. This 
is about all that our great ada good Re- 
public bas done for the deveiopment 
of one of the most fertile rivers on the 
face of the earth; following right along 
in the footsteps of the lying Spaniard: 
quite as impractical and far less orig- 
inal and romantic. 


Griving pegs through the blankets. 
But failing to hold his real estate still 
even by this process, he abandoned it 
in despair and went back to the mines. 
And meanwhile what has become of 
the blowy afd drifting sand-dunes 
that my friend in the early days of 
Califoruia tried to hold down with 
pegs and blankets back of San Fran- 
cisco toward Seal Rocks? They are in 
the heart of the most beautiful park in 


That we. the old gold-seeking pio- 
neers, should have sought after, fought 
for, and followed from the desert’s 
heart to the mountain’s top the delu- 
sive veins of gold and silver and cdp- 
per and platinum, was but natural 
enough. ut it will be a great day for 
the shores of these waters when such 
pursuits shall be entirely abandoned; 
a greater day even than California 
knew when the best half of her popu- 
lation threw down the miner’s pick 
and laid hold of the plow of the hus- 
bandman. Let us do Arizona the 
greatest possible service and say Her 
mines are no more.”’ 

As for the third great attraction, or 
detraction—the Indians—tbey are no 
longer either picturesque enough or 
numerous enough to be set up by even 
the most lurid and sensational para- 
graphist. Let us come to the rescue of 
an honestly inquiring world and tell 
something of the resources of this 
great water-shed of the semi-tropical 
Southwest. Evidently the time has 
arrived when after long and weary 
centuries of waiting we can begin to 
look upon the Colorado River through 
and over all this romance and magnifi- 
cence and picturesqueness with some- 
thing like precision. 

In the first place, then, there isa 
great deal to be seen in the region of 
the Grand Cafion beside ruin and sand 
—sand and stone and gleaming sun! 
There are many green isiands, far up 
the great river; there are many mighty 
forests of pine on the steep slopes and 
up and down the smaller and less pre- 
tentious cafions that pitched and tum- 
bled toward and into the Grand Cafion. 

In the second place, Casa Grande“ 
is an old ruin—a very old ruin. Many 
men will calmly assert and assure you 
over and over again that this is but the 
relic of a temporary occupation by the 
Spaniards when tracking this land in 
search of the Seven Cities of Gold.“ 
The truth is Alvar Nunez de Vaca 
visited the ruins of Casa Grande about 
the year 1538. A detailed account of 
his discovery of these ruins I have my- 
self read in the library of Mexico. And 
the antiquity of these and other ruins 
in this region makes up a very impor- 
tant fact in the testimony of the case, 
which I should like to present to the 
world in this brief paper. Let this. 
then, be well settled in your miud: 
these ruins of Arizona, Arizuua,“ 
as the Spaniards calied this region of 
the Gila and Colorado, are old, older 
than history—as old maybe as the 
oldest ruins on the Nile of Egypt. 
This region then was once denseiy 
peopled. No allurements of gold. 
no lust of conquest, nothing at all 
but the generous soil and the ge- 
nial climate built up a city here; 
many cities, indeed, up and down the 
land, that must bave rivaled in splen- 
dor and extent thé storied cities of the 
Nile of old. If then the simple, prim- 
itive and half-civilized people of the 
dead past made a garden of this land 
where the world has always insisted 
and insists now on locating a desert, 
can we not do something with our 
plows, our ditches, our dozens of im- 
proved methods? Let us try and get 
down to the facts of this contradiction 
and see who is at fault. Let us see 
whether it is in the land, the climate 
or the people themselves. 

Tue first bananas I ever saw I saw 
here in the valley of rhis North Amer- 
ican Nile, near what is now Fort 
Yuma, I think; although the place was 
then called Oolorado and afterward 
Arizona City. And richer, sweeter or 
better bananas I never ate. I was 
with some Mexicans who were engaged 
in driving horses to Northern Cal- 
ifornia, and they bought large 
bunches from the Indians. Now it 
is just possible that this fruit had been 
grown in Mexico, or about the mouth 
of the Colorado, and had been brought 
up the river in boats; but my recoliec- 
tion is that it was grown right there 
where got it. I remember, at least, 
that we had bananas until we reached 
San Bernardino. This was more than 
thirty years ago. And why;you ask, 
has this region not been “converted 
into a garden and prepared so as to 


furnish our people with this fruit? 


Simply because we have been seeking 
for gold, listening to tales about In- 
dians, and looking away up at the 
wonders of the Grand Cafion. We 
have not been able in all these years 
to get our faces bent down to the soil 
of Colorado. 

Looking back to those early days 1 
remember the banks of the Colorado 
asthe most green and flowery, and 
altogetber delicious land I ever beheld. 
I have spent two winters in Upper 
Egypt and so have thoroughly seen 
about all the Nile has to offer: yet 1 
am bound to say that in my recoliec- 
tion the first of these two views takes 
precedenee for verdure and fertility. 

Gaunt, red and dirt-brown camels, a 
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the world -a veritable garden of roses. 
I assert that the same thing can be 


done with every sand-dune within 


reach of the waters of the Colorado 
River or the Gila either. Ay, more; 
much more. For the banana, every 
one of the 600 varieties of fig, indeed 
all fruits, all flowers of the semi-tropi- 
cal lands, can be made to flourish on 
the banks of the Norton American Nile. 

1 read, under the authority of the 
Government suryeyors, that there are 
16,000 square miles of these Colorado 
and Gila sand-dubes—deserts?—lying 
below the levél of the waters of these 
two great rivers. Stick a pin here—if 
you have not the enterprise to stick a 
peg in the ground there and get pos- 
session of a little land—and watch the 
development that must be born of these 
facts. With all the Northern States 
waiting for a better quality of tropical 
and semi-tropical ‘fruits, waiting for 
something betterthan wild fruits gath- 
ered by half-wild people, and shipped 
to them in a green and half-rotten con- 
dition, and withsu water—what 
may we not expect this vantage- 

round before us from the barks of the 

orth American Nile? 

I am constantly receiving letters 
from people in the States asking for 
advice about land. I cannot answer 
these letters. 1 cannot even read them; 
for 1 must work for the many, not for 
the few, and my time is not my own in 
this work. But | will say this much 
right bere: Settlé on these warm, 
heaithful and responsive sand-dunes of 
the Colorado or Gila, and lead the 
waters over your I A. There is no 
maiaria there. A sunmstroke was never 
heard of there. You can work all day 
ip the sun at a temperature that would 
kill you in ten minutes in the States. 
Wuyr I dou't know; purity of the air, 
lreckon. I can o give the tacts, 
not we theories forthem. II I hada 
friend whe had $500 that be did not 
know what to do with and yet did not 
want to “rough it” in this favored land 
of sand in che far Southwest, I would 
say: Lay a land-warrapt or two on 
the sund-dunes of the tawny and 
sleepy old Colorado, and wait for 
your bread on the waters to come back 
to you well soaked’ with milk and 
honey.“ If I bad a friend who had 
$10,000 to spare, I would say the same 
toning. If 1 had a friend who had 
100.000 that he wanted to do great 
good with, I would say: Buy up 100 
miles of Colorado desert and make a 
garden of it for tue poor and homeless, 
Luut suull be tue wonder and delight 
and glory of the world!“ . 

The ove great enterprise that waits 
the coming wan, it seems to me, would 
be the organization Of a company that 
would syslematize and reduce to prac- 
tical results tuis idea on a large scale, 
a scale proportionate to the great 
room, the vast reach ot land, and the 
limitiess demand for spmi-tropical 
iruits which waits unsupplied at the 
North. 

The man or men who can and wili do 
this sball deserve much; and yet it 
seems to me au easy thing, and the 
returns would simply be iucalculable! 
No railway king, no Comstock miner 
ever yet altained to the wealth aud 
— that nes sleeping the centuries 
away here under these solemu, gray 
sand-dunes on the tranquil and unpeo- 
pled banks of the Colorado. At the 
same time, it must be borne in mind 
that much seuse, and direct, practical 
sense must be brought to bear in its 
successiul development, as in all other 
great enterprises. 1 know of one hon- 
est and well-meaning old maug-you 
would cali him a “erank’’—who has 
been imploring Congress tor a quarter 
of a century on this subject. He sees 
a great truth, but dimly. Let Con- 
gress alone; get hold of the laud, lead 
on the water, plant the trees, and leave 
the rest to God. Yes, 1 Know there 
will be plenty of: people to cry 
out against this colossal enterprise; 
there always are. And, indeed, 
not a year ago when I stopped at 
Yuma, on‘ the Colorado, and tried to 
look into this plan a little, the very 
men on the ground there who pro- 
fessed to know all about the soil— 
and everything else—tocked and de- 
rided the idea. But it wili be curried 
out, aud just as profitably aud much 
more easily and much 
speedily, too, than was the first 
Pacific Raiiroad enterprise, when 
once diligently and @elerminately un- 
dertaken. 

No, the Colorado is not at present a 
cheerful land to look upon if you are 
tresh from tue emeratd bulls of Oregon 
or the well-tilled ‘fields of Lilinois. 
You, if a dainty aan delicate clerk 
with soft hauds, wonkd probably Reb 
suaburot; you would .weary of the 
endless reach of roliing«sand-dupes, 
the subiame and liogritke old moun- 
tains that stand forever out on the edge 
of the desert,“ vou, would want to go

THE LEGEND OF NEW RIVER. 


How Water Came in the Desert 
Aftet a Child’s Prayer. 

In the early fifties a party of emi- 
grants on their way tothe gold fields 
of California by the soutbern route, via 
Gila River,-crossed the Colorado.by the 
ferry left by Graham in 1848 and 
“struck out on the desert for tLe land 
of promise,“ says a pioneer of 49 in 
the Hartford Courant. The trail 
was well defined by abandoned wag- 
one and the bones of horses, mules and 
human beings. Struggling through 
the yielding sand, the thermometer at 
120°, wheels falling apart, animals 
dying from heat and thirst, they on 
the second night out halted some ten 
miles from ‘*Cooke’s Well,“ with 
water in their kegs exhausted. ) 

Tradition states thata little ten- 
year-old girl was heard praying in one 
of the wagons for water. It states 
that in her child-like faith she said: -. 

“Ob, good Heavenly Father, I know 
that I have been a very naughty, 
girl, but oh! dear, I am so very thirsty, 
and mamma, papa and the baby all 
want to drink so much. Do, good 
God, give us water. and I will never, 
never be naughty again.”’ 

Tue gaunt, bave-starved desperate 
men gathered around the wagons, dis- 
cussing how and what movement to 
make to save their lives and their dear 
ones, with no thought of gold now, 
and listened tothe bumble petition. One 
voiced the rest aud said. May God 
grant it!“ Soon the voice of the little 
child, in cheerful accent, sounded 
clear in silent night. 

“Ob, mother, mother, get me water; 
oh, I can hear it running; oh, do get 
some for baby and me.“ 


They thought her delirous from her 


sufferings, ‘when suddenly a babel of 
sounds broke forth from the oxen and 
mules, all frantic and endeavoring to 
break loose from the wagon poles. A 
rustling noise called their attention to 
aslight depression near the wagons, 
and on investigating the cause they 
found water gushing up out of the 
sand, sweet, clear, but warm. Their 
sufferings were over, and they reached 
the mines better and wiser for this 
interposition, as they firmly believed, 
of divine Providence. 

Thijs spring continued to flow, run- 
ning due north for twenty miles, tuen 
was lost in the sand. In places it was 
two miles wide and from four to 
twenty feet deep. When immigration 
in 1851 moved by the isthmus and the 
northern route the miraculous water 
disappeared, as its mission was accom- 
plished and its divine work Gone. But 
the memory of the New River“ that 
was caused by a sand bar below Yuma, 
will long be remembered by survivors

WASHINGTON, July 31.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Spanish reciproc- 
ity treaty and the diplomatic corre- 
spondence pertaining thereto were 
made public today, the President issu- 
ing a proclamation aunouncing the full 
text of the treaty. It was made pur- 
suant to the last Tariff Act with a view 
to securing reciprocal trade by reason 
of the exemption from duty of sugar, 
molasses, coffee and hides upon their 
importation intothe United States. 

Under the terms of the treaty the 
following articles manufactured in the 
United States and incladed in what is 
termed a transitory schedule will be 
admitted into Cuba and Porto Rico 
free after September 1 next. Meats, 
salt and canned, jerked beef excepted, 
lard, tallow; fresh, dried and smoked 
fish; canned oysters and salmon; oats, 
barley, rye, buckwheat and the flours 
ofthese grains; starch, maizene and 
other products of corn excepting corn- 
meal; cotton seed oil and the meal 
cake of said seed for cattle; hay, straw 
and bran; fresh, dried and preserved 
fruits except raisins, vegetables, rosin, 
turpentine, wood of all kinds, wagons, 
sewing machines, raw petroleum, coal 
and ice. 

The following articles will be ad- 
mitted on payment of the duties 
stated: Corn, 25 cents per hundred 
kilograms; cornmeal, 25 cents; wheat 
from January 1, 1892, 30 cents; wheat 
flour from the same time, $1; Butter 
and cheese, refined petroleum and 
boots and shoes will be admitted at a 
reduction of 25 per cent.

During the last raid of 
Geronimo, the bloodthirsty Apache 
chief, through Grant county, N. M., 
and Graham county, Ariz., he caused 
80 much disaster in the seccion visited 
that the ranchers determined to see if 
they could not get rid of the Indian 

est, which seemed a job the boys in 

lue could not accomplish. One night 
the Indians appeared just below Dun- 
dan and rounded up all the stock they 
could find. They crossed the Gila 
River and heaaed for Carlisle. The 
news Was telegraphed to Clifton and 
some of the bogs from that mining 
camp Came down and joined with the 
cowboys in the hunt. Mounts were 
secured for about forty men and these 
started on the trail of the Indians 
toward Carlisle. All that night they 
beat about in the Mayflower district 
and cut the Indian trail early in the 
morning, but not until after the reds 
had killed two miners, The pursuit 
now became rapid and the Apacbes 
doubled and divided into two parties, 
ope crossing the river above and the 
other below Duncan, and uniting in 
the hills west of the Gila. . . 

Just about dusk on the third day the 
cowboys came up with them at Doubt-: 
ful Ouflon, near Stein's Peak The 
fight was hot but short, and when it 
was all over a little Indian boy was 
found hiding like a quail under a bush’ 
and was taken back to Duncan. One 
of the wounded Indians said that he 
was a son of Geronimo and was only 4 
years old. ‘This boy 1s now about 8 
years old, as bright as a dollur and as 
ugly as Satan, both in personal ap- 
pearance and in disposition. 
wholly uncontrollable, and when 
angered is as vicious a bit of humanity 
as ever lived. His head is as large as 
a man’s, with immense ears like an 
auimal, the exact counterpart of old 
Geronimo’s, while his body and limbs 
are spare but muscled like steel. 

He is a perfect terror to children of 
his own age and on several occasions 
he bas been stopped just short of mur- 
der. About two years ago, when he 
was but 6 years old, a littlegirl of the 
family which had adopted him, teased 
him and called him names, The boy. 
seized a butcher knife and before be 
could be prevented inflicted frightful 
wounds upon the girl. She will bear 
scars on her face that will disfigure 
her for life. 

About six months ago a liveryman. 
did something at which the young sav- 
age took exceptions and a few days 
later his stable was blown up with 
giant powder. It was dot proven that 
the boy did it, but after the explosion. 
he was seen near by laughing at the 
suffering of the horses which were 
maimed. The boy chews tobacco, 
smokes Cigarettes, drinks whisky and 
beer and swears like a pirate, The 
soldiers and cowboys are fast educat- 
ing him into every sort of depravity.) 
while the Indians on the reservation 
look on and say it is well, for ‘*he will 
stay witb the white man and learn his 
cunning and then when he is old 
enough he will come back to us and be. 
our chief.“ 

A tavorite sport of the cowboys is 
to get him 
make him crazy drunk and then tease 
uim into a frenzy. When he is in 


this condition be is as ugly as it is 


possible for a human being to be. He 
will curse and fight like the little sav- 
age that he is. His ‘Indian nature 
shows itself here for he will fight only 
in asneaking manner and will attack 


his enemy when he thinks be is off his 


guard. 

Doubtful is the name given the boy 
from the cafion where he was found, 
and he is growing up in a semi-civil- 
ized way that promises to make plenty 
of trouble for the whites some day in 
the future. His principle delight now 
is to catch dogs and cats and corture 
them while he sits and laughs at their 
cries of pain. He has attempted the 
same tactics on children but has been 
so severely whipped for it that he now 
foregoes that pleasure.

Why Eggs Spoll. 
The.resson why eggs are hard to 
keep is because when they remain long 
in one position the yolks settle down 
against the shell, and if there is evap- 
oration of the fluids the yolks adhere. 
The object when preserving, there- 
fore, is to seal up the pores, which may 
be done with tallow, wax, or any kind 
of grease, gum or substance that closes 
the pores. In fact, there are many 
different kinds of methods of keeping 
eggs. The great point in the matter, 
however, is to turn the eggs two or 
three times a week, which may be done 
easily if packed ina box, by turning 
the box.
